CONVINCED there was 
no extraterrestrial threat, 
the US military has long 
siDce stopped keeping 
track of UFO sightings. 
Pentagon spokesman 
Kenneth Bacon said last 
night. 

Mr Bacon said the Air 
Force intestigated UFO 
reports from 1947 to 1969 
but out of 12.618 reported 
sightings found no evidcoce 
of exirateaesuials or even 
of any aircraft 
representing exotic 
technology or a threat to 
the United States.
